Plane Battle 
Reported Over

Three Of Red Planes 
Damaged; Americans 
Escape Any Losses

SEOUL, Nov. 8 — (Wednes 
day)—Sixteen Communist jet 
planes from Manchuria waged 
an 85-minute battle with 16 
propeller-driven A m e r i c a n 
Mustapgs over northwest Ko­ 
rea Tuesday as Allied troops 
punched out counter-advances 
up to more than a mile. 
Three of the Soviet-type 
Mig-15s were damaged. But all; 
the enemy jets escaped back 
to Manchuria just before 16 
American F-80 jet fighters ar­ 
rived at the scene of the Ko­ 
rean war’s biggest and longest 
air engagement. 
The spectacular dogfights over 
the Sinuiju area resulted in no 
damage to American planes or cas­ 
ualties to American flyers, a U. S. 
Fifth Air Force announcem ent said 
late Tuesday night. 
On the ground American and 
British Commonwealth troops ex­ 
panded their bridgehead north of 
the lower Chongchon river in the 
northwest sector with a cautious

Anniversary 
Observed In 
Moscow Today 


MOSCOW, Nov. 7.—HNS)—Mos­ 
cow observed the 33rd anniversary 
of the bolshevik revolution today 
with a traditional military parade 
in Red Square. 
Moscow streets were jammed 
wtih crowds of spectators despite 
rainy w eather to take part in a 
dem onstration which started im­ 
mediately after the parade. 
The parade was viewed by Mar­ 
shal Semyon M. Budenny who rode 
out of the Kremlin gates astride 
his horse promptly at 10 a. m. 
M arshal Budenny, a vice com­ 
missioner of defense and a deputy 
chairman of the presidium of the 
supreme council, greeted 
Soviet 
troops lined up on gaily decorated 
Red Square. 
Deputy Foreign M inister V. M. 
Molotov and other members of the 
Soviet government were present 
on the balcony of Lenin’s tomb 
during the parade which lasted one 
hour. 
There was no overhead demon­ 
stration by Russian planes because 
of unfavorable flying weather.

New Congress 
And Governors 
Being Eleded 


Some Spectacular 
Surprises Likely 
In Day's Elections

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 .— 
Forty million Americans cast 
their ballots today to elect a 
new Congress and governors 
in 32 states, amid signs that 
independent voting will result 
in a number of spectacular 
surprises. 
In all, 36 senators and 432 
members of the House aside 
from 
state 
tickets, will be 
chosen during the day. 
Good Weather 
Good election weather over most 
of the nation favored a heavy turn­ 
out of voters. Only the northern 
planes states, the northern G reat 
Lakes area and the St Lawrence 
valley expect anything but blue 
skies. Showers are predicted for 
the three northern sections. 
There 
are 
indications 
of 
the 
voters taking a slight “turn to the 
right” in line with their balloting 
in primary and special elections 
earlier in the year. 
But all signs point to the Demo­ 
crats 
retaining control 
of 
both 
House and Senate by *mall m ajor­ 
ities Even the Republicans do not 
predict a GOP landslide, though 
the voters may be casting their 
ballots to that end. 
Personalities Top Issues 
It seems to be an election in 
which personalities top issues. In 
other words, the voters apparently 
are going to vote for or against an 
individual, rather than on straight 
party issues. 
There has been no single nation­ 
wide issue on which Democrat« 
and 
Republicans 
joined 
battle. 
Rather a series of issues, raised 
locally, differ from state to state. 
Many voters are coircerned by 
GOP charges of Communist infil­ 
tration into the Truman adminis­ 
tration. Other anti-adm inistration 
irritants are higher taxes and the 
increased cost of living. Another is 
the Korean crisis, which may have 
much deeper impact on the people

Surprises Feared 
Both Democrats and Republicans 
are fearful of surprises. Three that 
seem quite possible are: 
1. The size of the expected vic­ 
tory of Sen 
Robert A. Taft in 
Ohio. An INS survey indicates his 
reelection by more than 225,000 
votes but there are signs it may 
exceed 400.000. 
2. A Republican sweep in New 
York, with Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
being reelected and Lt. Gov. Jo ­ 
seph R. Hanley defeating the odds- 
on favorite. Sen. H erbert H. Leh­ 
man for the ’Senate. Virtually all 
forecasters pick Lehman despite 
the fact no Democrat has carried 
New York state since 1940 without 
American Labor party support. 
The ALP has its own candidate 
in the Senate race this year. 
Most forecasters also belittle the 
effect of the independent race for 
mayor by form er Democrat Vin-

traffic, even though it is alright and not anything out of tho 
ordinary for lawyers to set prices, or what work they should do 
for a certain amount of money, which funeral directors have 
never done, even at our city conferences or district meetings. 
Their talks and interests are more for the benefit of the public 
than the amount of prices they get, and they never need to be 
afraid of the funeral directors of New Castle forming a monoply, 
they are strictly competitors, but friendly ones. 


The changing of this Zone is something that we never have 
asked. 
All we have asked was just to help the City in their 
congestion downtown by moving our offices up where our pro­ 
perty is at the present time. 
We find that special legislation is 
not permitted. 
Is special legislation permitted to change the 
Zone, in order to allow apartments and buildings of that kind? 


It seems that at the present time there are eight funeral 
homes In residential districts. 
We would just like to ask a ques­ 
tion, if there was no building zone ordinance to cover these 
funeral homes, why were they allowed in years past to be erected 
in these zones, but it seems there was nothing to stop them. 


We read that if this Zone was changed, which we never 
have asked, to allow us to build this building for an apartment 
house and place to keep caskets and automobiles, that there 
might be an invitation to aomeone to build a fish market. 
I 
don’t understand how anybody could build a fish market without 
my consent, and I don’t think my past reputation shows that I 
have ever built any fish markets, but there certainly are things 
on our street that are as offensive as a fish market would be. 


One of our good Councilman prepared an ordinance, which 
if it had been passed by Council, would have taken care of these 
so-called illegal funeral homes and helped the City, instead of 
driving out prosperous business, which is happening every day, 
and these funeral homes, as compared with the ordinary resi­ 
dences, will stand in par with the rest of the City’s dwellings. 
We have been invited by two different neighboring cities to 
transfer our business to their places, and they will take care 
of us in anything that we ask. 


One thing we don’t understand, and would like to have 
explained to us is why that the eight funeral homes, which are 
illegal now, were not illegal at the time they were built; or Is 
it the fact that there was no zoning ordinance to rover funeral 
homes at that time, and there ia not now. 
Will It take special 
legislation, which ia Illegal, to cover these funeral homes?

Vehicle Of Rulership

Nov. 7.— Although 
the proper nouns 
“F ran ce” and “G erm any” have dominated news-stories from the A tlan­ 
tic Alliance defense m eetings here, a much bigger story has been 
building up. It’s a story which forms another chapter in the book of 
America's unwilling m arch to world reign. 
F or the big fact to em erge from the 12-nation ’conference here is 
the need of one-nation leadership. The dispute which involves France 
and G erm any is not really basic. If Western G erm any were arm ed in 
part <as France demanded* or arm ed in whole (as the other allies con­ 
template*, that would not settle the larger question of how to make 
the Alliance a sure-fire defense of Europe. What happens, for instance, 
the next time Britain drags h er feet, as she has been doing on the 
Schum an plan? What do we do if a small nation, like Nonvay, stands 
on h er rights and causes one of those 11-1 deadlock votes? In brief, 
does a minority nation have the right of veto here? The answ er m ust 
eventually be No. 
Goes Further Than That 
The m atter goes fu rth e r than that. In cold practice, do the 11 
n h e r nations have a veto over American plans and viewpoints? The 
eventual answ er.m ust be that they do not. A phrase used early in the 
lefense m inisters’ m eeting— “A sense of urgency”— has become the 
Keynote and cornerstone of the whole arrangem ent. Without the L S. 
here would be no Atlantic Alliance and no group of non-com munist 
European nations to form one. Not only that, but the Alliance officials 
frankly admit that they are working against the Russian tim etable for 
invasion of Europe. It is a situation which dem ands that the U 
S. 
instantly take charge and resolve these minor disputes for the benefit 
if all concerned. What, then, is holding us back? Not Britain Not Nor­ 
ay. W hat’s holding us back is— us. 
That is to say th at the T rum an A dm inistration—and specifically 
cretary Acheson— do not hold a blank check of action. Public under- 
anding and public confidence are a little shaky. So far as the Ameri- 
n people are concerned, this chapter in the book of A m erica’s world 
ign could be titled “Reluctance ” This, no doubt, is to our credit, 
certainly gives the lie to Russian propaganda about our “im perialist” 
■nbitions. But in a much more realistic sense, this reluctance is a 
aangerous symptom of belated indecision. We are already too deeply 
involved for half-m easures or by-your-leave diplomacy. O ur own mar- 
J bles are in the ring. 
No Model Of Statecraft 
This is not to say that the Atlantic Alliance is a model of state­ 
craft. Good argum ents were made against it wphen it was threshed out 
in the Senate nearly two years ago. Its opponents predicted— and its 
proponents denied—that the Alliance would put us in the posiiion 
which we occupy today. W hether we like it or not. we no longer have 
a group of buffer states between us and a European foe. as we did in 
1914 and 1939. U nder the Atlantic Alliance we absorbed these buffer 
states, for all military and diplomatic purposes. We have, in effect, 
extended our frontier across the Atlantic and deep into Europe w here 
it now lies flush against the enem y border. 
This may not be a happy situation, but there it is. It is now far 
loo late to wish we had counted our eggs before they hatched, it is 
even too late to complain that the Administration has led us beyond 
the point of no return The best we can do now is to accept the fact 
of our burgeoning world reign 
A subplot of the story deals with what is loosely called democracy. 
It we are to. as we must, assume some authoritarianism , what becomes 
of the democratic form s which we practice at home? Oddly enough, 
this question is likely to bother us more than it bothers our allies in 
Europe They are closer to the Russian arm y than we are They must 
know, better than we do. that the slow-moving, long-talking, make-a- 
bargain methods of political democracy do not belong to the Atlantic 
Alliance. Time will not stand still that long 
Moreover, the Alliance was established when the United Nations 
seemed to be failing. For over four years the UN droned along as an 
ineffectual debating society, largely because there was too much defer­ 
ence to democratic procedure. Russia, a minority m em ber of the 
Security Council, was allowed all the privileges of a filibustering 
Southern Senator. Not until the U. S. became more interested in results 
than in formalities did the UN begin to function last sum m er The 
Alliance was created as a vehicle of American leadership, even ruler­ 
ship. and will have to be run that way.

SU B ST IT U T E FOR PLASM A? 
It is not likely that there will ever be a substitute fori 
whole blood in shock therapy. The presence of little red and 
white boats in the plasma stream is often required for trans­ 
fusions. 
But now the Red Cross is calling for 7,000,000 pints 
of plasma. 
Isn’t there any substitute for it? 
The laboratories often start out with a new, good, but 
very expensive natural substance and eventually come up 
with a cheap and effective synthetic. The search for a plasma 
substitute is intensified now because of the possibility of 
burns from atomic explosions affecting thousands of persons 
in a relatively small area. For a person who has lost blood 
serum after being burned needs plasma to replace it. 
A review of the history of the search for a blood sub­ 
stitute dating from World War I is interesting. Gelatin was 
then seen as possibly a type of protein with cells that would 
not seep through the blood vessels and out of the circulatory 
system. 
There wasn’t must success with it. By the end of 
World W ar II a new kind of gelatin had been developed which 
worked better. 
The search goes on. At Newark. Del., Dr. Ellice McDon­ 
ald heads the Biochemical Research Foundation. 
The staff 
there is experimenting with a gelatin plasma substitute which 
differs from other substitutes in containing food for tissue 
growth. It is described as a gelatin-glucose-salt solution which 
has had good results on rabbits. 
One of the great discoveries of medical science would be 
a substitute for human blood in any large amount for any 
purpose.

City Zoning 
Be Discussed

In

Mr. 
Sehweinsberg has submitted a list 
of questions and answers of the 
Proposed revision. 
They touch briefly on some of 
the more basic questions. 
Opportunity will be to all inter­ 
ested persons to ask additional 
questions or to make comments on 
the proposed revision at the pub­ 
lic meetings. 
Some of the points are as fol­ 
lows: 
Some Of Issues 
What are the objectives of zon­ 
ing? 
As an instrum ent of com­ 
munity planning and development, 
zoning will maintain and protect 
residential, commercial, and indus­ 
trial property values, will strength­ 
en the tax base, will guide and 
promote 
orderly 
c o m m u n i t y 
growth, and will 
safeguard the 
public health and general public 
welfare. 
Zoning makes provision 
for every use necessary for well- 
rounded community development, 
by allocating each of these uses 
to their most appropriate areas or 
zones and by prescribing minimum 
area and density requirem ents for 
each use. For example, commer­ 
cial establishments and industries 
would be prohibited in Residence 
districts, but would be permitted 
is the ample commercial and in­ 
dustrial areas. 
* For what purposes was the New 
Castle Zoning Ordinance revised? 
The objectives sought in revising 
the 25-year-old ordinance include, 
<}' Simplify the Ordinance gen­ 
erally and clarify certain of its 
jirovisions; the new ordinance has 
fcfcen organized in form and sub­ 
stance to facilitate its adm inistra­ 
tion ar.d encourage its fuller pub­ 
lic understanding, (b» Revise the 
boundaries of residential, business, 
and industrial districts to conform 
vfith pa$t changes in the City’s de­ 
velopment and an estimate of its 
future needs. 
(c> Safeguard resi­ 
dential areas by raising certain 
standards, such as the re-establish­ 
m ent of a district for single-family 
detached homes and providing for 


more adequate open space require­ 
ments for multiple dwellings. <d) 
Add new types of zoning regula­ 
tions to implement more fully the 
basic objectives of zoning, such as 
off-street parking and loading reg­ 
ulations for NEW commercial and 
industrial 
uses, 
more 
adequate 
control over conversions into m ul­ 
tiple dwellings, and more stringent 
controls 
o v e r 
construction 
of 
homes in heavy industrial areas. 
(e> Facilitate adm inistration and 
enforcement of zoning. 
What is a non-conforming use? 
A use which does not conform to 
the use regulations of the district 
in wbich it is located. 
For ex 
ample, a grocery store in a resi 
dential district is a non-conform­ 
ing use. 
Will the revised zoning ordi­ 
nance force such a non-conforming 
use out of business? No. The zon- 
| mg ordinance can not be retro­ 
active. A non-conforming use has 
! the right to continue indefinitely 
> and. under the terms of the pro­ 
posed ordinance, to 
expand 
or 
change to another similar use. 
Will zoning discourage business 
and industry? Not as long as ade­ 
quate areas have been reserved 
for new business and industry, as 
in the proposed zoning plan. In­ 
dustries will seek out a town which 
has the protections afforded by a j 
zoning ordinance. 
The proposed 
zoning plan has made no substan­ 
tial change in the amount of land 
available for new commercial and 
industrial growth. 
Does the ordinance make provi- j 
sion for the relief of hardships 
which strict 
application 
of 
the 
ordinance might create? 
Yes. 
A 
Board of * Appeals, appointed by 
City Council, is provided to relieve 
undue hardship cases and lend 
flexibility to the ordinance. 
Can a lot be used which does not 
come up to the minimum width or 
area requirements prescribed in 
the ordinance? Yes 
Zoning can 
not confiscate property. The own­ 
er of the undersized lot is required 
to meet with the Board of Appeals 
to work out reasonable reductions 
in 
yard 
requirem ents 
or 
make 
whatever adjustm ents are neces­ 
sary, but he cannot be prohibited 
from building. 
Do the off-street parking and 
loading 
requirements 
apply 
to 
existing commercial and industrial 
uses? No. In order to prevent fu- 
I ture traffic congestion problems, 
j however, new uses would be re- 


quired to provide off-«treet park­ 
ing areas for their customers and 
employees. 
Does the proposed revision pre­ 
scribe minimum cost or size of 
dwellings? No; this cannot be done 
through zoning. 
Why not let deed restrictions 
protect residential areas? Zoning 
has three advantages over deed re­ 
strictions: <a» Protection is afford­ 
ed all properties in the City; deed 
restrictions 
usually 
cover 
only 
small portions of a town and are 
not uniform. 
(b) Zoning is con­ 
tinuous, unless repealed by the 
governing body; deed restrictions 
usually expire after a given num ­ 
ber of years, (c) Zoning require­ 
ments are enforced by the respon­ 
sible local government; deed re­ 
strictions must be enforced on the 
initiative of private persons bring­ 
ing civil action in court. 
What does zoning require of a 
citizen? Zoning does not affect a 
large num ber of citizens overnight. 
It does require that each citizen 
who contem plates the construction 
or alteration of a building or some 
action as the change or enlarge­ 
ment of a use of*his land or build­ 
ing: 
(a> familiarize himself with 
the provisions of the zoning ordi­ 
nance; <b) obtain a permit from 
the zoning officer; and (c> adhere 
to the ordinance regulations in 
carrying 
out 
his 
contem plated 
action. 
Does the citizen’s responsibility 
terminate with the obtaining of a 
permit?

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Rotary Hears 
About Korea 


Former Intelligence 
Officer Is Speaker 


New Castle Rotary club num ­ 
bers heard an interesting talk on 
Korea and its history at the week­ 
ly luncheon meeting Monday noon 
in The Castleton, when they were 
addressed by Stanley Kreiler. sec­ 
retary to the Youngstown chief of 
police, who served in the intelli­ 
gence corps in Korea following the 
close of World War II. 
Korea, he stated, has the second 
oldest civilteation in the world, 
and its peoples, although Asiatic, 
are neither Chinese nor Japanese. 
It has had a long and varied his­ 
tory. being a subject of China at 
various times, and more recently 
of the Japanese, being freed at the 
close of World War II. 
People Not At War 
While subject to the Japs, the 
people 
elected 
Syngman 
Rhee 
president, which so incensed the 
Japs that they massacred count­ 
less numbers of them, and Mr. 
Rhee was forced to flee the coun­ 
try. He pleaded his cause in vari­ 
ous countries, but it was not until 
the close of World War II that he 
was able to return to his homeland 
and rule his people. 
Then he found the country split, 
and the northern half soon under 
the domination of the Communists, 
who came into the country after 
the close of the late war. with a 
division of Red Chinese and some 
slave labor. Then occurred a great 
exodus of the people who fled the 
eountrv because of the atrocities 
committed by the Communists who 
also massacred many more. 
Found 120 Parties 
When Rhee returned, he found 
something like 120 political parties 
in existence in the country, all of 
whom wanted him to take over 
leadership of their party. 
How- 
t ver. he set up a new party of his 
own which was independent. 
Korea, at the present time, he 
stated, is incapable of self-govern­ 
ment, due to the fact that they 
have 
not 
governed 
themselves 
since the turn of the century. 
There is no conflict between the 
people of North and South Korea, 
he stated. 
Most of the North Ko­ 
rean fighting force is composed of 
men w ho fled the country to escape 
the Japs, and became allied with 
the Chinese Communists. 
If the present conflict develops 
Into a full-scale war, Korea could 
easily be the scene of a conflict, 
which would bleed us to death, as 
Communist China has millions of 
manpower, which is expendable, he 
stated.
